Airdndia Emplovea' Provident Fund Regulations 1954 

No. HQ/66-1. ^ — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953) 
and with the previous approval of the Central Govern- 
ment, Air-lndia hereby makes the following Regulations 
fuither to amend the Air-lndia Employees’ Provident Fund 
Regulations 1954, namely 

1. (I) These Regulations may be called the Air-Indiu 
Employees’ Provident Fund (Amendment) Regulations, 1980. 

2. They shall come into foice on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 


2. In -the Air-lndia Employees’ Provident Fund Regular 
tions. 1954 ; — 

1. for ReKulftticm 12A the following regulation shall- bO' 
substituted namely : — “12A. Procedure on employment ot 
a person who was previously a subscriber to any Provident 
Fund of the Government or a Body Corporate owned or 
controlled by the Government or a recognised Provident 
Fund of a Private Organisation : Where a person employed 
in the Corporation was previously a subscriber to any Provi- 
dent Fund established by the Government or by a body 
Corporate owned or controlled by the Government, the 
transfer of his Provident Fund accumulations together with 
the contributioiLs of his previous employer, if any, ana 
intere.st thereon from such fund shall be accepted to his 
credit as an initial deposit in his account in the Fund. A 
person joining the Corporation from a private Organisation 
may also be allowed the transfer of nis Provident Fund 
accumulations together with the contributions of the 
employer and interest thereon provided he has been subs- 
cribing to a recognised Provident Fund. Such a person Shall 
be permitted to become a member of the fund from the 
date of commencement of his employment in the Corpora- 
tion. The Corporation’s contribution shell be admissible to 
such an employee from the date of his becoming a member 
of the fund ; 

Provided that alter the acceptance of the transfer, the 
Provident Fund account of the employee shall be governed 
by the Regulations of the Fund," 

2. in regulation 18 B — 

(a) for regulation (1) the following sub-regulation 
shall be substituted, namely ; — 

"N on-refundable withdrawal may be sanctioned by 
the Board to a member any time after his comply- 
ing 10 years of service (including in the ex-Air- 
lincs, broken period of Service and earlier service 
reckoned for acceptance of the transfer of Provi- 
dent Fund as provided in regulation 12A, if any) 
or within 10 years before the date of his retire- 
ment on superannuation, whichever is earlier, 
from the amount of subscriptions and interest 
standing to the credit of the member in the Fund 
for meeting the cost of puichasing or constructing 
a dwelling house or the cost of purchasing or 
acquiring a housc-site for such construction or the 
cost of purchasing, taking or acquiring a flat in 
building belonging to or which is to belong to a 
Co-operative Housing Society or in respect of 
which Co-operative Housing Society is to be form- 
ed or the cost of purchasing, taking or acquiring 
a Hat under the provisions of ony law in that be- 
half for the time being in force, or making addi- 
tions or alterations to a house already owned or 
repaying any outstanding amount on account ot 
loan expressly taken lor this purpose; provided that 
such dwellipg house or flat is to be purchased, 
constmeted, taken, acquired or altered for the 
purpose of the residence of the member.” 

(b) for sub-regulation (7) the following, sub-regula- 
tion shall be substituted, namely : — 

“A member who has availed of advance for 
housing from the Corporation or under the Scheme 
of the Government of India in the Ministry ot 
Works and Housing for the grant of advances for 
house building purpose or has been allowed any 
assistance in this regard from any other Gov- 
ernment source, the Fife Insurance Corporation of 
India, the General Insurance Corporation of India 
or from a Bank shall not be eligible for the grant 
of non-rcfundable withdrawal except to the extent 
of the difference between the cost of such dwelling 
house or site and the amount of advance or assis- 
tance availed of by him from the above mentioned 
sources,"
